.A.movemcnt Is on foot in- New York for the 


eslahlishmcnt-ofa foundling hospital on a large 
scale, on the p.nn of that In Moscow, Russia.,' 
.The Moscow fonndllng hospital Is the largest 
n the world. It was organized by Hie Empress 
£!i!abcth about one hundred years since, aud 
Don now a yearly fund of 11,000,000 for its sup- 
port. There is a London bank and a savings 
lank attached to It. There ore -admitted yearly 
some twelve thousand children. ;< These are not 
cli,as luitoaie other institnlions of aslmilar 
lind, at the door of. the building, but are taken 
openly; eltherify their mothers, or some friends, 
nto au eulrance room, set apart,1 for that pur- 
)ose. 
As we stopped a few moments In this 
room, we counted sixty women, «ach with an 
uftnlin her arma, waiting-, In alngle Hie, to 
ii.ike their deposit. Mo question Is; asked by 
the recording clerk,>eicept, ".Has the child 
ui'im hiptlsed f, and If to, by what name t','.., 


The child Is then registered, and a number is 


placed around its neck, uiiOgures upon lit cot, 
while a receipt showing the siuie number Is 
handed to the bearer of the chIM, In order to 
enable her to .visit, 'Orreven. claim It atanyfb- 
lure pcriod.np to, the age of ten years. The In- 
ant.ls then passed into another room and hand- 
ed to its future foster parent, she being the wo- 
man who happens, at the moment, to stand on 
he list amongst a number who are always walt- 
ing-in attendance. These women are generally 
peasants from tno'conniry, wboi have, It-'w«s 
oldu's .theinselves beun depositors of their own 
children but a lew hours before, or else umbers 
viho'-bitve left their own children in the country 
lo be biouf-bl up by hand, attracted by the ,wa- 
•-es and good quarters provided them iu the lu- 
stitntlpna. It Is not supposed iSat'evcn a major- 
ity of tiicse children are illeKitlmate. -Tne great 
proportion ore led there by the parents from 
poverty, or being in service.
